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shallow water. In preparation for breathing, this dolphin rolls 90° round its own 
body axis, then presents its blowhole to the surface of the water, keeping its boby 
in the vertical position observed in all other dolphins. 


ZUSAMMENFASSUNG

From M. muscorum bosnica Apf. with quite 
confused elytral punctures new subspecies differs 
in having distinct metallic gloss of upperside and 
impunctured prothorax.
